TWENTY-SEVENTH Y EAR 


TAXPAYERS URGED 
TO CONSOLIDATE 
THEIR TAX ARREARS 


Ratepayers of Gleichen who are in 
arrears with their taxes, and who 
wish to make a satisfactory settic- 
ment, are urged by the town council 
to sign up under the Tax Consol- 
idatéon Act. 

‘The sign up must be made before 
October 1st, so those who wish to 
take this step have only a short time 
left in which to do it. 

Payment under the terms of the 
new act is not required at once, and 
may be deferred until Lec 15th. 

Under the terms of this new legis- 
lation ratepayers in arrears are 
permitted to pay off their back 
taxes in six annual installments. Cur- 
rent taxes must be paid at the same 
time. The first payment is due Dec, 
15, 1933, and amounts to ten per 
cent in arrears; the second payment 
is 10 per cent; the third 15 per cent; 
thie fourth and fifth 20 per cent, and 
the sixth: 25 per cent. 

Substantial discounts are allowed 
on balance of arrears when payment 
is made, the scale of discounts vary- 


ing according to the number of 
years the ratepayer is in arreas, 
~The discount has the effect of 


wiping out the penalties which were 
added for non-payment of taxes. 
The new legislation enables the 
tatepayer to keep his taxes in good 
standing by paying current taxes 
and. annual payment. Unless signed 
up under this tax consolidation plas 
property in arrears of taxes will be 
liable to tax enforcement measures.

VIGOR 


Babies born in September have the 
) greatest chance of surviving, ac- 
|. eording to a statement issued by the 
health department. Ten per cent of 
the children born in January perish 
duing infancy while only 7 per cent 
“ of September babies succumb. 
Since 1900 the infant death rate 
| in general has declined phenominal- 
ly, but there has been no _ improve- 
ment in the death rate among babies 
* less than one week old. This is the 
group which finds survival most diff- 
icult and which depends for a start 
entirely upon life-giving and life-su- 
staining material acquired before 
birth, Nearly one-half of all infant 
deaths occur among the less than one 
Jweek group, 
* The particular vitamin which pro- 
vides functioning vigor in an infant 
fs designated as Vitamin E, It comes 
chiefly from the germ or kernel of 
wheat grain, from green vegetables, 
moat vegetable oils, egg yolk, but not 
very abundantly from milk, Thus 
most people consume through a veg- 
etable dict an abundance of Vitamin 
E, during late spring and summer 
month: and therefore children born 
in September have acquired a maxi- 
mum prenatal vigor that tides them 
over the difficult inital period of lite,

COUNCIL HELD 


A regular meeting of the town 
council was held last week. 

The open basement of the old Palace 
Hotel was again discussed, The sec- 
retary stated he had not been able to 
get in touch with an oil company about 
the cable to surround the basement. 
The government engineer siated he 
could not supply bolts and anchor as 
sentbly as they did not want to inter- 
fer with the work of machine ships 
or blacksmiths. The secretary s-ated 
he would follow this up and see a 
bout getting the cable at a reason- 
able price. 

The secretary had received a lette 
regarding the hospital] bill of A, Me- 
Donald. The amount is $504.34 and th. 
hospital authoities state the town i: 
responsible for account. The town sec- 
retary had written the Department of 
Pensions and National Health depart 
ment. Their reply was to ihe cffect 
that as the deceased was never a 
pensioner there is no claim on their 
department. The secretary was in 
structed to write the hospital author- 
ities and state the town was making a 
last effort to have the Pensions 
Board accept the responsibility for 
debt, 

‘The subject of allowing irrigation 
water running to waste was discussed, 
A letter had been received frem the 
department advising them to pass a 
bylaw to cover this, The matter was 
tabled until the next meeting. 

It was announced the cost of grad- 
ing the main street had cost $10, Ths 
public works would attend to having 
the rocks removed and some dirt put 
on top. 

The secretary advised 
that an application had been made 
by cn individual for the consolidation 
of tax arrears. The Provincial Health 
Inspector’s report ‘was wead. Mr. 
Murray stated he had written him re- 
garding his recommendations.

LOCAL GARDENER 
TELLS HOW TO 
COLLECT SEED 


An enthusiastic gardener who has 
had many years experience with 
flowers has sent the following which 
may be of considerable help to other 
people who wish to save the seeds of 
the flowers they produced this year; 

We always gather seeds in our gar- 
don, ench season, fon. our favrvite| 
flowers. And if there is any special 
one that has lovely color or is of un- 


usual size we tie a marker about it 
so that we can save it apart 
other seeds, 

We have found that it is wise to 
let the seeds develop as fully and 
ripely as possible on the flower 
stalks. Then we snip off centre 
stocks and stick them into big paper 
bags, leaving the bags open so the 
seeds can continue to dry, 

If you happen to have a store 
room in a shed or garage that is hot 
and dry, the seeds will dry out 
thoroughly and can then be put in 
packages. A week in such a place is 
usually sufficient to dry them. 

To shel some seeds is often quite 
a task. But we have discovered a 


from | 


few short cuts. For example, with 
snapdragon seed we use the fol- 
lowing method. The centre stalk 


from each colored flowered is put in 
a separate paper bag and when 
thoroughly dry, in place of break- 
ing open these hard seed pods, we 
twist the paper bag tight and crush 
the pods and stalks inside the bag. 
Then opening the bag a tiny crack, 
the fine small seed is sifted out into 
an envelope, and is ready to be 
labeled and put away for next years 
garden, 

Some flowers have seed pods that 
are very prickly, and this same meth- 
od of handling, with paper bags, pre- 
vents our getting these tiny prickers 
into our fingers. And once the seeds 
have been sifted out of the bag, the 
rest of the pods can be tossed into 
the stove, already inclosed in the bag, 
saving a muss, 

Stock seeds are best shelled as 
one shells peas or sweat peas, and 
nasturtiums are easily gathered from 
the vines, ready for the garden the 
next season. But dates and details 
about colors are useful put on all 
seed packages,

It is not the credit system 
that is wrong, but the abuse of it 
So, dear reader, the next time you 
receive a bill, don't fly off the handle. 
The man who gave it to you trusted 
to your honesty, and perhaps needs 
what you owe him to pay somebody 
else who trusted him.

The World Wheat Site 


People who had the privilege of listening to Premier Bennett's speech | 
before the members of the Montreal Board of Trade at the banquet tendered | 
to him on his return from attending the World's Economic Conference, and | 
the Whéat Conference of the leading wheat exporting and importing coun-| 
tries which followed the larger world gathering, undoubtedly learned many 
things about world matters, and especially wheat, which were entirely new 
to them and must have impressed them with the magnitude of the problem 
which now confronts Canada in disposing of its chief article of export,—| 
wheat, | 

Prior to the Great War, Canada was rapidly forging ahead to first place) 
among the wheat exporting nations of the world. Gradually the United | 
States, which had been the great exporter, was relinquishing her position 
as a wheat exporter amd more and more rapidly approaching the stronger 
economic position where her production of wheat would not be more than 
sufficient to meet her own domestic requirements. In fact, it was confident- 
ly stated by persons in authority that in a few years the United States 
would be a wheat-importing rather than a wheat-exporting nation. 


Canada, Australia and the Argentine found their markets in Great 
Britain and the principal countries of continental Europe, France, Germany, 
Italy, Spain, Holland, Belgium, all of which countries took large quantities 
of imported wheat either directly from the country of origin, or indirectly 
though the London and Livepoo! markets. Then came the Great War. Wheat 
was in greater demand than ever. Europe was willing to pay almost any 
price to get it. To meet the demand of the Allied nations it was urged as a) 
patriotic duty upon the people of Canada, equal almost to enlisting in the 
army, to raise wheat and more wheat. Greater production of food-stuffs was 
the slogan, and the most intensive organization was directed to bringing 
about that larger production. The United States again turned to quota pro- 
duction of wheat because of the prevailing high prices and unlimited market. | 


The war taught the nations of Europe the lesson of the importance of 
being able to feed their people in times of war or other emergency, Germany 
learned the lesson. Italy learned it, France learned {t, and, while not directly 
involved in the war, Spain learned it through the high price she had to pay 
for wheat and other imported food commodities. | 

For a time after the war, while the necessary work of reconstruction of | 
their countrysides and industrial towns and cities was under way, the coun- 
tries of Europe still offered a good market for imported wheat and at a 
high price. But the governments of these countries organized to raise more) 
wheat, meet their own requirements and thus safeguard themselves against 
starvation on the one hand, or the possibility of being required to pay ex-| 
cessively high prices on the other hand in the event of a further war or; 
world emergency. They offered bonuses to their farmers to produce wheat, 
they fixed uneconomic high price for domestic grown wheat, they imposed 
prohibitive tariffs on imported wheat, they arbitrarily governed all impor- 
tations, and fixed minimum quantities of imported wheat that might be used) 
by millers and in the making of bread. 

Premier Bennett outlined the effect of these things in his speech. The) 
four great wheat exporting nations are Canada, Argentine, Australia and the 
United States, the chief of which is Canada, while the great wheat importing} 
nations are generally listed as being Great Britain, France, Germany, Italy, 
Spain. But, Premier Bennett pointed out, whereas European countries in 
1930 produced approximately 900,000,000 bnushels of wheat, in 1933, just 
three years later, they produced 1,220,000,000 bushels, an increase of 
320,000,000 bushels. 

Even more illuminating was Premier Bennett’s statement that this year 
France will produce between 15,000,000 and 100,000,000 more bushels of 
wheat than Canada; Italy will produce 75,000,000 bushels more than Canada; 
Germany and Spain combined will produce 125,000,000 bushels more than 
Canada. These countries were the former buyers of our Canadian wheat; now 
they are producing more than Canada. 

Mr. F. E. Murphy, who was the United States Government delegate to 
the wheat conference in London, gives the wheat production of these four 
European countries this year as 1,015,000,000 bushels, against Canada’s 
estimated crop of 300,000,000 bushels, Argentine's 220,000,000 bushels, 
Australia’s 174,000,000 bushels, and United States’ 499,000,000 bushels, In| 
other words, these four European countries will produce almost as much 
wheat this year as the four chief exporting nations. In addition, the Danu- 
bilan countries Hungary, Roumania, Jugo-Slavia and Bulgaria,—will pro- 
duce in the neighborhood of 327,000,000 bushels. Russia is steadily increasing 
her wheat production and, while unquestionably her own people need it, the 
Soviet authorities nevertheless export large quantities in order to finance 
necessary purchases abroad. 

In the face of this situation, brought about, so Premier Bennett declared, 
by 2 condition of things expressed in one little four-letter word, Fear,—fear 
of starvation in the event of another war which contingency js still hanging 
over Europe, and fear of ransom, or, in other words, of being again com- 
pelled to pay excessively high prices for imported wheat in order to stave off 
gtarvation,—the World wheat conference entered into an agreement which 
provides on the one hand for a limitation of exports of wheat from the chief 
exporting nations and a reduction in the acreage sown to wheat by the four 
largest exporters of wheat, and, on the other hand, for no further increase in| 
production by European countries, except Russia, for a removal oF some | 
of the restrictions now imposed by European countries designed to reduce 
the consumption of wheat by the use of substitutes, and for an eventual re- 
duction in the tariffs now imposed on imported wheat when the price reaches 
a certain stipulated figure. i 

Admittedly this agreement is in the nature of an expetiment, Whether it 
will prove practical in actual operation remains to be seen, because there are 
many factors which enter into the calculation entirely beyond the contro) of) 
man. However, the facts and figures here presented are undoubtedly of vital | 
imterest to the people of Western Canada and provide much food for serious 
thinking and planning on their part.

| This is Britain's official copy of 
the “international standard  kilo- 
gram,” on which all metric and scien- 
tific measures of weight are based. 
| At Sevres, which is the home of the 
international committee of weights 
and measures, the ‘British proto- 
type’” was compared with the inter- 


| National standard. 


These comparisons have been made 
only once before since 1889. 

The international and the British 
kilograms ‘were weighed against each 
other on a balance sensitive to a 


| hundredth part of a milligram. There 


are 28,350 milligrams to an ounce. 
The prototype is made of a plat- 
inum alloy called irido-platinum. In 
spite of the high resistance of this 
metal to external influences the Bri- 
tish kilogram could have changed its 
weight by a few hundredths of a 
milligram or so. If minute changes 
occur they are reported to parlia- 


| ment. 


Plans for the journey were kept 
secret lest bandits might attempt to 
steal the prototype. A Kilogram of 
iridio-platinum is worth several hun- 


|dred pounds sterling as metal alone, 


while a ‘“‘prototype kilogram” is na- 
turally worth far more than its price 
as metal, for there are only about 30 
in existence—one for each of the prin- 
cipal nations.

Ex-Sergeant Proved He Did Not

An ex-sergeant brought an atmos- 
phere of comic relief into the mili- 
tary tribunal at Paris, which is still 
hearing appeals from war-time court- 
martial sentences when he success- 
fully appealed against a sentence 
passed in 1918 of 15 days’ imprison- 
ment for twice abandoning his post. 

Sergeant Nigon was ordered to es- 
cort a freight car containing 5,000 
gas masks, When the convoy stopped 
for the night he went to sleep, and 
when he awoke up the box-car had 
disappeared. 

The railway authorities assured him 
it would come back. It turned up two 
days later. 

He was then told the train would 
proceed again next morning but when 
he looked for it again it had dis- 
appeared. Eventually he discovered 
it had arrived at its destination with- 
out the loss of a single gas mask. 

In reply to questions he said he 
did not sleep in the box-car because 
a soldier was only allowed to sleep 
in a horse car during the war. If he 
had slept next to it on the track he 
would have been run over. He did not 
get inside because if he had done so 
they would not have been able toshut 
the door. He declared he did not 
abandon his post because a post is a 
fixed point and the box-car was a 
movable object, 

“It was a phantom car,” he said. 
"It kept disappearing.’” 

He was acquitted and the sentence 
quashed.

Because of the open- 
ing of this new traffic link Karelia 
and the Archangel district mow can 
send their lumber, grain, ores, fish, 
oil and bu'lding materials quickly and 
cheaply to Leningrad, and railroads 
in return can transport manufactur- 
ers and industrial products of Nov- 
gorod, Moscow and other populous 
eentres of central Russia to the new 
terminal for transhipment. It is re- 
ported that a million tons of goods 
are passing through the canal in its 
urst year of operation.

Train Accidents 


Seven Passengers Killed On Canadian 
Roads Last Year 

Last year there were seven pas- 
sengers killed and 339 injured in train 
|accidents, the Dominion Bureau cf 
| Statistics says in a report issued re- 
‘cently. This was an average of one 
killed for every 3,000,000 carried ,and 
one injured for every 62,000. 

Injuries to passengers ranged from 
scratches and bruises to more serious 
injuries. Two passengers were killed 
in collisions, two fell from trains, two 
were killed getting on or off trains, 
and one from other causes. 

There were 57 employees killed in 
train accidents and 957 injured, says 
‘the report, a low record for the last 
22 years. There were 94 persons kK'll- 
ed at highway crossings, of which 78 
were motorists, and of this number 
30 were killed at protected crossings,
